SHARED CONCERN 

Other Asians and Hispanics cite a 
shared concern over the federal govern- 
ment's efforts to trim afhrmative action and 
civil rights enforcement at a_ time when 
incidents like Howard Beach and Forsyth 
County signal a rise in racial intolerance 
throughout the country. 

One example of the potential power of 
a united Hispanic-Asian front was the vic- 
toryY won by a grassroots coalition in Mon- 
terey Park,， California, a small middle-class 
community eight miles from downtown Los 
Angeles with a population evenly divided 
among Asians, Hispanics and whites.

COALITIONS 

“There is deftmitely a basis for coali- 
tions out there. The potential is great”says 
Ron Wakabayashi, National Director of the 
Japanese American Citizens League，who 
grew up with many Hispanics in East Los 
Angeles. And as more and more young 
Hispanics and Asians fmnd themselves far- 
ther up the economic ladder，says Waka- 
bayashi，they“now have the luxury”to 
engage in _ politics rather than just worry 
about their families' survival. 

Some people do not share Wakabaya- 
shis optimistic outlook，Bruce Cain and 
Roderick Kieweit，political science profes- 
sors at the California Institute of TIechnol- 
ogy at Pasadena，recently concluded an 
extensive cross-racial Survey fnding that， 
in general，Asians are far more conserva- 
tive than Hispanics on some of the issues 
many assumed both groups had in common. 

For example, while Hispanics surveyed 
strongly supported amnesty for undocu- 
Imented workers and opposed the use of 
employer sanctions，the Asians polled had 
opposite reactions. Asians supported bilin- 
gual education，but just barely，while His- 
banics overwhelmingly favored bilingual 
education programs. 

However Cain does believe that His- 
panic-Asian coalitions are possible if both 
groups feel suffciently threatened by what 
he termed“more Monterey Park phenom-

Planning Commission Approves Pineview Sen

SAN FRANCISCO - After hearing 
four hours of testimony on whether 
to build a senior housing project on 
the Space above the Broadway tun- 
nel exit at Mason and Broadway， 
the SF Planning Commission quickly 
gave its unanimous approval， 
delighting supporters and angering 
opponents of the Plan. 


The Sponsors，Self-Help for the 
Elderly，have Spent more than two 
years trying to find a site for the 
Pineview Senior Housing Project 
order to be able to use $27.6 mil- 
lion in loans and rent subsidies set 
aside by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD). 
They said their final deadline was 
Tapidly approaching and that the 
HUD money might be lost 让 
groundbreaking didn't begin soon. 


The opponents were led by the 
Broadway Tunnel Park Committee， 
Which seeks to build a park on the 
site，and members of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church， whose view 
would be blocked by the 70-unit 
58-foot building (EA 12/18/86). 


VERY POLITICAL 


9onia Lee，a parishioner at the 
church for 30 years，described the 
hearing as "very one-sided， VerIy 
political." She said it was not 
necesSary for the project to be built 
in the Chinatown area. "If the 
People came here all the way from 
China，why canmt they go a couple 
of miles outside of Chinatown?2" she 
duestioned.

Although there was a ruling last week in favor of the 
Vietnamese dissidents，tbere is still no _ satisfactory solution for both sides. 

It always painful to see a confrontation that Seems to evolve from 
cultural and language differences. In the Chinese American community， 
churches and social groups have also experienced destructive splits，with 


noO one emerging unscathed. 


In a democratic country like ours，diverse opinions in any group are 
expected and tolerated. They should be cherished， When factions within 3a 
group develop unreconcilable diffterences，Ssuch as in a marriage，we can 
accept tbhe ultimate decision to separate，but it should never be based on 


cultural or language grounds. 


When churches and social groups in our community develop factions 
and cliqgues，when newcomers feud with oldtimers，when the young cannot 
get along with their elders，when the first generation distrusts the Second 
generation，and when the Chinese-or Vietnamese-Speaking fight with the 
English-speaking，we Should examine whether we have done our Share of 
communicating and striving for nderstanding. 

We hope the San Jose Parishioners and the church leaders reach an 
early resolution of their diffterences. To other churches and groups in Our 

_ community who are faced with similar feuds，we call for mediation with 
Imutual respect and understanding. If the young and old，newcomers and 
oldtimers，English-speaking and Chinese-Speaking camt work together in a

Suicide and Depression ldentified

As Serious Problems for AsianYouth 


By SERENA CHEN 


OAKLAND - "One overriding 
theme among Asian youth who are 
suicidal is that they are having real 
serious family conflicts” according 
to Alberta Wu，clinic social worker 
for Asian Community Mental Health 
Services (ACMHS). 

"Often the parents are very criti- 
cal and demanding，expecting the 
kids to make straight A's. They also 
put the children down --Say they 
are Dn0 8g00d4. While many teens are 
able to "take it” others don't fare 
as Well. TIhose who have a poor self 
Image，said Wu，end up "hating 
themselves. They read it (the criti- 
cism) as literal and begin to feel 
that no one really loves them." 

Clinical Director Diana Li-Repac 
elaborated，"Asian parenting is not 
based on self-esteem. Kids see their 
noOn-Asian friends” parents and 
television parents as being more 
_demonstrative and Supportive than 
their Own.” Without an understand- 
ing of their native cultures，this 
comparison leaves many children of 
Asian immigrants feeling unloved， 
they Say. 

工 wenty-two _ percent of the child 
and adolescent cases Seen at 
ACMHS have been identified as 
Suicidal risks. In _ comparison，a 
Iecent Alameda countywide Survey 
of other agencies serving children 
and youth classified only Six to ten 
percent of their clients as being 
Suicidal. 


Wu sited the case of Lynn Y.，a 
12 year old Chinese American girl 
who was referred to ACMHS by her 
family doctor. Lynn had told her 
doctor that she had slashed her 


wIists in an Unsuccessful suicide 
attempt. 
After 3a five-day psychiatric 


hospitalization，Lynn began treat- 
Iment at the clinic，Her symptomas 
included_ depression，difficulty 避 
concentrating， insomnia， headaches， 
and crying Spells. 

Lynn had had continuous argu- 
ments With her parents who made 
her feel unloved by calling her 'at 
and “pig.” They also constantly 
criticized her grades，accusing her 
of not studying hard _ enough. The 
parents were also having marital 
problems， Lynn was isolated at 
School where she had few friends. 
She claimed students picked on her 
because of her weight， Finally，her 
father physically abused her. 

The treatment for Lynn included 
joint and individual sessions with 
her Siblings and parents，who were 
informed about the emotional，cul- 
tural and mental conflicts faced by 
bicultural youths. 

After a year of therapy，Lynn 
was able to build a Support system 
with a small circle of friends at 
School. Her father stopped Physi- 
cally abusing her，although it did 
require the intervention of Child 
Protective Services.， The Parents 
have reduced their criticism and 
Lynn is no longer identified as 


Suicidal. 

Wu feels that youths with two 
conflicting cultures are "at greater 
Iisk than the majority population 
for depression. The children of 
immigrant parents are constantly 
negotiating between the Parents: 
culture and that of the school” She 
cited the teenage years as being 
especially dangerous. 

There's a "greater potential for 
family conflicts，and a tendency for 
adolescents to be more impulsive 
about acting ouit their feelings”she 
explained， "Also many of these 
teens have the additional stress of 
having to _translate for their non- 
English speaking parents. There is 3 
IOle ITeversal -- they have to pay 
the bils，fill out forms -- they 
can't be kids. 

"Many Asian parents have little 
understanding of the importance of 
appearance and peer approval. 工 had 
a parent who cut Up her teen's 
punk clothes and then neatly 


hemmed them. 
"Parents are also Unaware of the 


impact of hormonal and physical 
changes during adolescence on teens， 
and the teens themselves donmt know 
where to go for help and informa- 
tion”Wu said. 

In addition to the normal StreSS 
young people face as adolescents， 
culturally "Asians have a _ tendency 
to_ internalize conflict and aggres- 
sion,”which according to Li-Repac， 
” :nslates into depression and 

JSSibly suicide."

ProvidesWealth of Services for the Refugee

OAKLAND - The International 
JInstitute of the East Bay is ready 
with a wealth of services for new 
immigrants。 Through a contract 
with the American Council for 
Nationajlities _ Service，the JInstitute 
assSists refugees during their first 
ninety days in the US. 

Refugees are met at the airport 
prIovided housing and bedding，ass- 
isted in School registration of their 
children and helped with emergen- 
cies. 

In conjunction with  _ Catholic 
Charities， the  _ Institute Places 
refugees in programs preparing for 
future employment. 

A Refugee Health Program famil- 
iarlzes refugees who have some 
knowledge of English with medical 
terminology， health issues， and 
doctor/nurse relations so they might 
gain employment in a health field. 

For the least educated refugees 
with no English skills，the Enpglish 
Action Center serves as an intensive 
ESL (English as a Second Language) 
program. 


Zoe Borkowski，Executive Direc- 
tor of the Institute，emphasizes the 
differences among various ethnic 
区 oups. “When the first Cambodian 
refugees came in 197$，there _ were 
only two Cambodian-speaking people 
here，and no Cambodian Physicians， 
SOcial Workers，OT Support services， 

But for the Chinese Vietnamese 
Tefugees，a Chinese community was 
already well established and they 
could take advantage of the 
Iesources and acculturate at a faster 
Tate.” 

Rahbim Aurang，a refugee coordi- 
nator，sees a similar distinction 
between the Indochinese and the 
Non-Indochinese， Particularly the 
Afghan，refugees. With a higher 
level of education and coming from 
Urbanized communities，the Afghans 
have an advantage over the Indo- 
chinese，mast of whom are from the 
countryside. 

再 Oowever， the better adjustment 
and English skills of the Afghan 
refugees do' not preclude all reset- 
tlement difficulties. According to 
Aurang， "Our problem with the 
Afghan community is _ that 
even 3a Physician with twenty years 


of experience cannot get:a job as a 
physician in the United States，He 
has to start from scratch to famil- 
iarize (himself) with the system. . . 

Its hard to swallow one's Pride 
and start at a low level， Most of 
them become discouraged，and many 
are still on welfare." 

The inability to see the individu- 
ality of each ethnic group is the 
greatest 0Obstacle to the refugees'? 
adjustment and eventual indepen- 
dence，according to Borkowski. 

'`Government tends to say， ”Weve 
got all these people on welfare and 
weve got to get them o 人 instead 
of designing Projects to address 
Specific issues. [But] wby should a 
man，with a wife and child to Sup- 
port，accept a job paying $3.25 an 
hour when he is eligible for cash 
asSistance and MediCal benefits? 
What that's doing is encouraging 
People to _ use the [welfare] system 
moOore.…

The Institute is iD the process of 
actively， identifying and dealing 
with those problems. Its programs 
are designed "not to put more pres- 
Sure on the re 名 gees，but to help 
them understand that the first step 
has to be taken.” Borkowski cited 
Caregivers，an infant care Program 
Which helps reftugees adapt to the 
US. While being encouraged to con- 
tinue .with their native techniques， 
refugee women are taught American 
nurserIy procedures to _ enhance their 
chances to be -hired by American 
mothers。 The Program can lead to 
worIk in homes for $600-$700 per 
month. 

Some refugees come from coun- 
tries where discrimination in 
employment based on race is rare， 
Says Borkowski， "They join the 
Urban crisis，which includes discri- 
mination，and they haven't been 
trained to fight it.”The job devel- 
Oper “opens the doors first and 
weeds out employers to find desir- 
able jobs.” 

The Institute also prepares the 
American community for the arrival 
Of new faces，new languages，and 
new attitudes，Brenda Goce; a part 
time employee at the Institute，said， 
“When refugees first come，they are 
unable to assert themselves， We try 
to speak for them to the people 
Outside."
